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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art issued to Tsuji et al. and Bettinardi (PTO 849 attached) fails to either 
alone or combine to teach a method for transmitting an image or a first subset of data from a 
remote server to a portable device, i.e., a personal digital assistant (PDA), after the first subset of 
data is transmitted to the portable device, and based on a user's selection of the mobile device, a 
request is then sending back to the remote server from the user for a second subset of data as a 
portion of the first subset of data, wherein the second subset data is for expanding (closer view) 
the portion of the first image from the first subset of data, and the request needs to be processed 
by the remote server and then the requested portion of subset data is transmitted to the user for 
displaying on the portable device as cited in claim 1 and 7; in addition, with the use of a cache 
within the portable device for storing the additional data representative of portions immediately 
surrounding the borders of the graphic image, also for panning the display of a new version of 
the displayed image in a direction, and the user requests for having the new additional data as 
panning in that direction, the request additional data for portions immediately surrounding the 
borders of the new version of the graphic image is transmitted to the portable device as cited in 
claim 13; and with the requirement that the second resolution for second sets of data as 
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thumbnail images are lower in resolution than the first set of graphic images as in claim 15; and 
both thumbnail and graphic images are transmitted to the portable device and stored in a memory 
of the portable device, and the magnification of thumbnails to larger magnification images from 
the stored images as cited in claim 16. 

Tsuji teaches a portable device that can receive images and data from the server system, 
and the zooming feature is provided for a close-up view of data and images (Figs. 21A-21C); 
however, this refers to a normal zooming to a fixed frame or a fixed portion of data, and there is 
lacking a step of requesting the remote server for sending a second subset of data on the display 
screen which can be picked or selected by the user/viewer at or on any portion of the display 
screen as taught by the present invention as well as for providing any additional data related to 
the immediate surrounding borders of the image or data as the user is panning the selected 
portion of the display screen to a (any) direction and the panned section is processed and 
transmitted by the remote server to the portable user right afterward. Meanwhile, Bettinardi 
teaches a panning and zooming device which helps the low vision people can read easily for 
small data and images, yet this device is not a portable device which communicates with a 
remote server for requesting and transmitting images and data as required by the present 
invention, lacking the communication between the device and the remote server system (see 
Figs. 1-3 of Bettinardi). The structure of invention is totally different.
